CARE OF CAR IN W I N T E R 


"With the advent of efficient start- 


ing devices and such comforts as con- 
vertible bodies, tonneau heaters, etc.." 
says H. H. Drew, service manager of 
the Nordyke & Marmon Co., "the all- 
year-round use of the high-grade mo- 
tor car has become an almost univer- 
sal 
practice. At this season a fen- 


suggestions may be in order as to the 
easiest and best methods of assuring 
the most pleasant and effective winter 
operation. 


"As the quality of the gasoline sup- 


plied on the open market is continu- 
ally decreasing, it is becoming more 
and more important to 
obtain 
the 


desired warm-weather operating con- 
ditions ir. the motor at all times. 
The 


automobile motor, equally as sensitive 
to the cold as the human organism, 
should have extra covering in 
cold 


weather. An ideal warm-weather op- 
eration can be secured by having the 
power plant and the surrounding air 
under the hood kept warm, as in sum- 
mer. Fortunately this is comparative- 
ly easy to accomplish, since the motor 
is itself constantly generating 
heat. 


It is well to use a radiator cover with 
an adjustable opening so as to prevent 


excess cooling in extreme weather. 
It 


is also well to see that the carburetor 
has a hot-air connection to the intake 
manifold so that the cold air is pre- 
heated when fionm- into the carbure- 
tor. 
The newer cars are also provided 


with 
an 
air-choking 
device 
which 


gives an over-rich carbmvtor mixture 
to aid in starting and rapidly warm- 
ing up the motor. 


"With regard to the quality of gaso- 


line'. In some localities the gasoline 
commonly offered for distribution is 
of poorer quality than in others, but 
it is now almost always possible to i 
obtain a higher test gasoline, which i 
generally speaking, will prove more : 
efficient in cold weather than a low ; 
test. In this connection bear in mind, 
however, that high-test gasoline does 
not necessarily mean better gasoline, i 
In some cases a very light grade of j 
fluid known as "Casing Head Gaso- [ 
line" is used, which has such a low 
boiling point that it cannot be handled 
in 
an 
ordinary 
carburetor 
and 
it 


should be avoided. 


''The bad effects produced on motors ! 


in cold weather on account of low-test ; 
gasoline are difficult starting, missing : 
tire, inefficient running for some time j 
after the engine is started, fouling o f ! 
spark plugs and sometimes the pres- i 
ence of gasoline mixed with the oil in 
the base on account of condensation 
In the cylinders. On this account ex- 
tra care should be taken to see that 
the oil base is frequently drained and 
refilled with fresh oil. In 
very cold 


weather this should be done at least 
every 1000 miles. 
The grade of oil to 


use in cold 
weather 
is 
a 
medium 


heavy grade. 


"To prevent freezing the water-cir- 


culating system we recommend simply 
the addition of either 
denatured 
or 


wood alcohol to the water. In order 
to make a solution which 
will 
not 


freeze up to ten degrees below zero, 
remove two gallons of water from the 
circulating system and replace it with 
two gallons of alcohol. It must, of 
course, be borne in mind that alcohol 
evaporates 
somewhat 
more 
rapidly 


than the water, so that in order to 
keep the solution 
at its original | 
strength it is desirable when refilling i 
during winter weather to use 
half | 


water and half alcohol."

"What the victor gets he holds." 
In respect, to the lost. Gorman col- 


onies the Gazette is Quoted as say- 
ing: 
"If we do not succeed in re- 


conquering them the French provinces 
are worth twice our colonies and we 
will take our compensation out 
of 


France. Let us daily tell the French 
that every foot we conquer is ours. 
We will not waste words about Bel - 
gium. We need access to the channel 
and we 
need 
Antwerp. 
Whoever 


wants Belgium may fetch it from us 


The Gazette concludes that England 


is more assailable than Russia and 
that London can be destroyed easier 
than Moscow because, it says, Mos- 
cow costs blood and London only tor- 
pedoes. 


"Wo have no fantastic 
dreams," 


says the Gazette, "of conquering the 
world. 
German burgerdom is not yet 


ripe for mastering and governing 
a 


world empire. 


We neither can nor will destroy the 


British empire, but the minimum nec- 
essary for German peace is the com- 
plete beating down of France In the 
west and the prestige of the German 
flag on all the seas." 


Art 
Amsterdam 
despatch to 
the 


Times refers to the Gazette's article 
as by far the most remarkable that 
has yet appeared in regard to Ger- 
man peace terms. 
The despatch adds 


that the Gazette represents great in- 
dustrial magnates who, "as recent ex- 
ecutive changes show, 
are 
making 


their 
influence increasingly felt." 


Annexation is also advocated by £>r. 


Jaeger, a member of the central par- 
ty in the relchstapr, who, writing in 
the Busscldorf General Anzeiger 
In- 


sists that the German blood shed in 
Belgium since 1914 must not have been 
shed in vain. 


"Belgium must he our guarantee." 


writes Dr. Jaeger, "for a Rood part 


of the war costs. 
We must 
retain 


permanently the Mouse line with Liege 
and Nainur. 
Part of old Luxemburg 


which has become Belgian can per- 
haps be i-eded to the- grand duchy." 


After saying 
that 
the 
Walloons 


could be ejected from their homes, Dr. 
Jaeger pronounced In favor of allow- 
ing the Belgian dynasty to 
remain. 


He declared, howevt-r, that the coun- 
try must be brought politically, mili- 
tarily and economically in closer re- 
lation to Germany.

Deportation by the Ger- 


mans Is Denounced as 
Slavery 


Storey 
and 
Matthews 


Demand Drastic Ac- 
tion By Nation 


BOSTON, Nov. 29.—At a great mass 


meeting in Tremont Temple- last eve- 
ning to protest against the deporta- 
tion of Belgians by Germany Hon. 
Moorefield Storey caused a tremend- 
ous outburst 
of applause 
when 
he 


said: 


'Our consciences have been stifled 


and our mouths closed too long. 
It 


is time for us now to speak out and 
dare to tell the truth. 
Let us say to 


the Belgians, to the Germans, to the 
world—we are not neutral: We can- 
not longer be neutral! We ought not 
to be neutral! 


"We owe it to the Belgians; we 


owe it to ourselves, and we owe it 
to Germany to say that the time has 
come for us to take our stand on the 
side of right and throw our influence 
against the crimes which are now be- 
ing committed by 
Germany 
against 


civilization." 


All of the speakers called 0^1 the 


United 
States 
to act—to 
protest— 
against 
the 
deportation, and Moor- 


field Storey went even a step farther. 
He said: "I should be glad to see the 
president of the United States notify 
the German emperor that unless this 
deportation ceases the government of 
the United States will break off dip- 
lomatic 
relations with Germany.

should like CO have Germany notified 
that these practices cut her off from 
intercourse with other 
civilized na- 


tions and that unless they are stopped 
we will have nothing more to do with 
her." 
Slavery Says Matthews 


"Deportation is the word used by 


the apologists of German methods in 
this country," said Hon. Nathan Mat- 
thews, "but they know that the thing 
itself is nothing more nor less than 
slavery. 
"This conduct of the temporary con- 


qquerors of Belgium, more than any 
of their misdeeds in the past two years 
has aroused the indignation and re- 
sentment of mankind. 


"In the last captivity of the Jews 


only

States concerning the deportation of 
Belgian civilians for labor in Germany.

seriously exercised over the matter and 
is preparing for its

step 
with 


great deliberation, hoping to make it 
effective without straining the 
rela- 


tions between the two countries. 


American Charge Grew at Berlin re- 
cently took up this question informally 
with the German foreign ofiice and at 
the state department's direction said 
that a most 
unfavorable 
impression 
was being created in neutral countries, 
particularly the United States. 


First Effort Failed 


His effort was unavailing, however. 


The foreign ofiice. in a note now on its 
way to Washington, replied that de- 
portation of the Belgians was a mili- 
tary necessity and was being carried on
